Motorists lets park illegally at 
the curb have the shortest dis- | 
tance to walk to their destina- | 
tions, while those who use the 
parking lots have the longest, the 
report indicated. The illegal park- 
ers only have to go an average 
of 150 feet, compared with 675 
by those who use lots. 

Persons parking legally at the 
curb generally must walk about 
370 feet to their destination. 
Those who pay to: park in garages 
have a much shorter walk—190 |

Nevertheless, everyone is ap- | 
palled by the prospect of a winter 
campaign and there are many 
who would grasp any face-saving | 
‘device that would get them out of 
here before the big freeze. 


The most popular notion is that: 


the U.N. forces on this northwest 
front can still launch a successful 
push to the northern frontier be- 
fore sub-zero weather terminates 
operations. Arrival at the fron- 
tier would be followed swiftly by 


announcement that the U.N. army | 
had completed its mission. Then | 


everyone would rush to the near- 
est port of embarkation. 
Probable Result. 

The trouble with this device is | 
that it would fool nobody. With- 
drawal of U.N. forces probably | 
would be followed by the rapid | 
reconquest of northern Korea by | 
the Communists who, in any. 
event, could easily and cheaply 
stir up enough trouble to keep 
the whole peninsula in an uproar. 
Loss of ground won at consider- 
able cost in men and money 
would not set well with the Amer- 
ican public and would nullify any 
prestige the U.N. may have gained 
in the last two months of victory. 

Here on the Changchon bridge- 
head two weeks have elapsed 
since the great scare occasioned 
by the appearance of Chinese 
Communist “volunteers,” and now 
it is impossible to find any of- 
ficer who can substantiate previ- 
ous claims that Red China had 
committed organized units of divi- 
sion strength.

Morale Fairly Good.

ency. 

The wiser commanders are

During last week's cold 
snap, when near zero tempera- 


tures prevailed, many combat 
troops lacked pile-lined jackets, 
heavy underwear and ski socks 
and had to get along with light 
field jackets and sweaters. The 
misery of these men was not al- 
leviated by a batch of official 
prose put out in Tokyo and Wash- 
ington claiming that every Amer- 
ican soldier was snug and com- 
fortable. It did not help morale

Weather Expected to Delay End 


Of War Until 


Well Into Spring,

ON THE NORTHWEST FRONT, 
Korea, Nov. 21 (AP)—United Na- 
tions intelligence officers predict | 
the Korean war will continue well 
into next spring. Wild, inaccessi- 
ble mountains, head-high snow 
drifts and temperatures 20 de- 
grees and more below zero will 
delay the United Nations victory, 
they fear. 

They consider enemy resistance 
a secondary factor. 

They do not believe the North 
Korean and Chinese Communists 
can build a winter line which 
could hold—if U.N. forces could 
bludgeon it with full strength. 

But sub-zero temperature will 
cut combat -efficiency. Most of: 
the U.N. army’s resources will be 
absorbed in just keeping men 
alive and in the line. 

Any winter cleanup offensive in 


an area where the terrain and) 
poor roads would give the Com-. 
munists all the advantages is vir- | 


tually out of the question, these 
sources say. 
What Is Expected. 

This is what qualified intelli- 
gence sources expect the deep | 
winter to bring: 

First—Increasing bad feeling 
between North Korean and Chi- 
nese Communists. 

The Koreans and Chinese never 
have been on particularly good 
terms in Asia. Recently captured 
North Korean prisoners bitterly 
complain they are thrown into the 
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front lines while the Chinese re- 
/main in the rear. This bad feel- 
ing—similar to that between 
Italians and Germans in the last 
war—is expected to grow. 
Second—A buildup of organized 
guerrilla activity to harass U.N. 
forces at:the front and rear. Most 
guerrilla activity so far has been 
' bypassed North Korean units. 
As time goes on, “line passers” 
who slip through the front are 
expected to build the guerrilla’s 
nuisance value. They. are ex- 
pected to furnish more intelligent 
planning and better execution. 
Some probably will come from 
special Communist guerrilla 
training schools in Red territory. 
Third—Sub-zero weather is ex- 
pected to hurt the ill-equipped 
enemy more than the U.N. forces. 
By spring cold weather casualties 
may have reduced the Commu- 
nists’ fighting power sharply.

The committee has voted on 
party lines not to take testimony 
on alternate tax proposals, but 
Alvord offered for the record the 
chamber’s tax-writing ideas ap- 
proved by its directors last Fri- 
day.

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WREATH ON GRAVE 
OF DR. BEAUMONT 


Pilgrimage Marks 165th An- 
niversary of Early St. Louis 
Surgeon’s Birth. 


A wreath was placed today 
against the modest headstone in 
Belleforftaine Cemetery that 
marks the grave of Dr. William 
Beaumont, early St. Louis surgeon 
and physiologist. The occasion 
marked the 165th anniversary of 
Dr. Beaumont’s birth. 

The wreath was placed by Dr. 
Armand D. Fries, president of the 
St. Louis Medical Society who 
lead a delegation of members on 
their annual pilgrimage to the 
grave. Dr. Beaumont was presi- 
dent of the society in 1841. 

Dr. Alrick B. Hertzman of St. 
Louis University Medical School 
spoke of Dr. Beaumont’s achieve- 
ments as a pioneer in experi- 
mental physiology in America and 
of how he was first professor of 
surgery in the medical depart- 
ment at the university after its 
founding in 1836. 

“He was‘an inspiration to the 
medical profession,” Dr. Hertz- 
man said. 

Dr. Beaumont’s contribution to 
medicine began by accident on 
Mackinac Island, Michigan, in the 
1820’s when he was called upon 
to treat a Candian trader named 


fered a gunshot wound in the | 
stomach. 

The man lived for many years 
afterward, but the wound refused 
to close, and through the opening 
Dr. Beaumont was able to observe 
the function cf the gastric juices 
and the beginning of the digestive 
process. 

The monograph he wrote on 
his observations was the - first 
medical literature on the subject, 
and formed the basis for further 
development of physiological 
medicine.

the feasibility of the expansion. 

“It has been evident for some 
time to the Management of Gran- 
ite City Steel Co. that in spite of 
recent increases in output, still 
more capacity is required to take 
care of the present and potential 
demands for steel in this area,” 
Marshall said. 

With the completion of a $6,- 
000,000 expansion program next 
year, added to a $26,000,000 pro- 
gram two years ago, the company 
will have increased its output 
from 35,000 to 60,000 tons of in- 
gots a month. The program un- 
der consideration would bring 
production to more than 100,000 
tons a month, Marshall said.

OLIVE AND LOCUST FROM NINTH TO TENTH 
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U.S. Capacity Increase : 
Pushed as More Prac-}

Stuart Symington of St. Louis, 
chairman of the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board, told a press 
conference late yesterday that a 
three-year contract for 200,000 
metric tons of primary aluminum 
offered by the Aluminum Co. of, 
Canada had been rejected be- 
cause aluminum production in | 
this country could be expanded | 
in the near future. 

“It would be unfair,” Syming- | 
ton said, “to say that the 35 per 
cent cutback in the civilian use | 
of aluminum would have been 
affected by the purchase from '| 
Canada. This government’s alu-| 
minum needs are immediate and 
the most the Canadians promised 
was about 35,000 tons during the 
next 14 months. At one time they 
offered delivery of about 20,000 
tons right away but by the time 
we seriously considered the offer, 
this batch had been sold to an- 
other country. These 20,000 tons 
would not have made much dif- 
ference in an economy that is 
using 750,000 tons a year.” 

Plants Reactivated. 

Symington explained that: one 
plant being reactivated in this 
country will be producing 55,000 
tons the first year and another 
plant would be producing 79,000 
annually after next year. In addi- | 
tion, arrangements are being com-. 
pleted for reactivation of another | 
plant with an annual capacity of | 
50,000 tons. Beyond this, he said, 
negotiations were under way with 
other manufacturers to start new 
plants. 

“The question was whether we 
should build up the aluminum 
industry in this country or Can- 
ada and we decided to expand it 
in this country. There were sev- | 
eral reasons for this but a big. 
one was that if things eased off 
a bit we would close down the 
plants in this country quicker and 
at less expense than those in 
Canada.” 

The Canadian offer was so seri- 
ously considered, Symington said, 
that Administrator Jess Larson of | 
the General Services Administra- | 
tion went to Canada to discuss the 
proposition. 

Symington and NSRB officials 
gave several reasons why there 
had not been a substantial stock- 
pile of aluminum and why the. 
immediate civilian cutback was 
essential. ; 
Fault in Stockpiling. ; 

The basic fault about most 
earlier stockpiling, Symington | 
said, was that the responsibility | 
had been put on the military than 
civilian agencies. The result, he 
said, was that before the Korean | 
invasion the military spent most | 
of their appropriations for opera- 
tional items and skimped on the 
stockpiles, believingi that the) 
country had several: years to plan 
for expansion of essential indus- 
tries. 

Another explanation was that | 
technological changes had been 
so rapid in munitions production 
that many military officers 
thought aluminum might be re-| 
placed by other metals, if, for in- | 
stance, more emphasis’ were | 
placed on guided missiles than on | 
airplanes. 

Symington said that due consid- | 
eration had been’ given to the | 
probable inflationary effect of. 
cutting down civilian use of | 
aluminum but that military needs 
were, of course, put first. The 
answer for the civilian economy, 
he said, is more production.

ILITARY ACTION by United Nations 
forces in Korea and the mobili- 
zation of men and resources in 

this country and other free nations to 
attain and secure peace throughout 
the world, mean far-reaching changes 
in our economy and national life, and 
greater responsibilities for manage- 
ment.

These units will require from 
135,000,000 to 140,000,000 gallons of 
alcohol a year. These and other mili- 
tary and civilian alcohol requirements 
cannot’ be fully met without some usé 
of beverage industry facilities.

“Ah, yes, Frisch, I remember 
the boy,” said the professor 
who didn’t read the sports 
pees, “a fine chemistry stu- 
dent.” 

Jake Weber’s favorite story, 
though, was about a football 
game Frisch played under ex- 
treme handicap.

During the period when 
Louis A. Johnson was Secretary 
of Defense, the Air Force, starved 
for funds, concentrated very 
largely on strategic bombing ca- 
pacity. 

This decision was demonstra- 
_bly the correct one, for, as Gen. 
Omar Bradley pointed out the 
other day, since Korea “the free 
/world has been left without ade- 


quate reserves except for the 
atomic bomb.” But the policy of 
concentrating on the Strategic 
Air Force left this country, when 
the Johnson tenure ended, with 
a totally inadequate radar net, 
and without any modern radar- 
equipped night-fighters at all. 
Radar Screen Improvement. 


Under the new defense depart- 
ment policy, this situation is be- 
ing corrected as rapidly as possi- 
ble. The radar screen is being 
vastly improved, and it will soon 
be extended well out into the At- 
lantic by means of picket ships. 
Plans for the creation of an over- 
all “theater of the United States,” 
commanded by a single com- 
mander to whom all three ser- 
vices will be responsible in case 
of attack on this country, are be- 
ing studied by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.- The continental air de- 
fense is being reorganized and 
greatly strengthened. 


Plans are also being prepared 
for very strict air traffic control. 
This is a much more important 
matter than most people realize. 
Obviously, the first requirements 
of a serious air defense is to be 
able to distinguish between 
friendly planes and hostile planes. 
Any unidentified plane may be 
an enemy plane. 


Until very recently, an average 
of about 12 planes a day which 
were never identified at all were 
spotted on the radar screens in 
the area assigned to one of the 
country’s seven air divisions. This

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


~I am wondering what a family like 
ours is supposed to do, when it faces a 
Situation such as ours. My husband 
has been unemployed for two months. 
Yet he has made a trip to the employ- 
ment office every week with no success, 
and it says in the papers there are 2000 
unfilled jobs. He happens to be 55 
years old, and they seem to think that 
is old age, but he is perfectly capable 
of doing a good day’s hard work, which 
he has always done. 

_ The only income we have had coming 
in is from our 16-year-old daughter who 
earns $28 a week. Out of this we pay 
$10 a week rent. The balance we have 
tried to stretch for food, carfare, gas, 
light, etc., which can't very well be 
done, as I also have a little girl attend- 
ing school. 

So I paid a visit to the Welfare De- 
partment in our city and asked for a 
little help toward food for two weeks. 
But I was told they could not give us 
any help. So I gather that we are ex- 
pected to go hungry and like it. 

It makes me boil to think that we 
have so much food and money to send 
to foreign countries when our own chil- 
dren can’t even have milk. I don’t sup- 
pose you have ever had 50 cents and 
had to try to plan a meal for your peo- 
ple with it. I have. What good are 
relief agencies if they can’t give a 
‘good, respectable American family such 
as ours a lift when we have a little 
misfortune?

Why No Flags? 


Question for Washington 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 
‘The $8,000,000 loan to Franco would 
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Lie’s Plan Under Fire 
Trygve Lie’s peace plan is getting “the treat- 

ment” from Foreign Minister Vishinsky in the 
General Assembly. Vishinsky uses two means 
of attacking it. He makes admission of Com- 
munist China to the U.N. a condition of the 
whole plan, and he demands that the Assembly 
indorse the Soviet position on the various issues 
which Mr. Lie proposes should be negotiated. 

Mr. Lie drafted his plan many weeks before 
the Communist aggression in Korea. To say 
that it merely masks American policy is prepos- 
terous nu sense. The State Department itself 
showered Mr. Lie’s mission with cold water 
when he first undertook it, Washington appar- 
ently believed that the Russians were not ready 
for serious negotiation of. basic issues. Vishin- 
sky's furious assault tends to bear that out. 

Essentially, Mr. Lie’s plan is one of serious 
big-power negotiation. He urges that foreign 
ministers attend regular meetings of the Se- 
curity Council and discuss differences not as 
protagonists in a propaganda theater but as dip- 
lomats seeking agreement. He wants to put new 
life into the disarmament and atomic control 
discussions. He would speed up aid to under- 
developed areas and the implementation of 
human rights. In a word, he asks that the U.N. 
resume its great task of building peace. 

When Vishinsky insists that none of this can 
begin until Communist China has been admit- 
ted to the U.N., he raises the suspicion which 
has been expressed by the British delegation 
that Moscow is actually trying to forestall a 
solution of the China question. While appear- 
ing to sponsor Communist China in the most 
strenuous way, Vishinsky does it in a form 
calculated to insure majority opposition. 

Whatever the Soviet motives, some way out 
of the impasse over Chinese representation 
must be found. Although the Peiping regime 
has done nothing to recommend itself for U.N. 
membership, the West is perpetuating a fiction 
in insisting that Chiang Kai-shek’s government 
represents China. 

As the Syrian delegate said the other day, we 
cannot consistently treat Formosa as non- 
Chinese territory, as we do when we suggest 
that the U.N. should dispose of it, and at the 
same time regard a government exiled on that 
island as the spokesman of China. Neither can 
Moscow consistently claim Formosa as Chinese; 
and at the same time regard the Formosa gov- 
ernment as an exile regime. 
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Against “Imported” Litigation 

Whether they deserve it or not, Missouri 
juries have been given the reputation in some 
quarters of being particularly generous to acci- 
dent victims and other persons pushing litiga- 
tion against corporations, especially utilities. As 
a result, suits have been filed here which ob- 
viously should have been tried elsewhere. 

The United States Supreme Court has now 
ruled that Missouri courts are not required to 
take jurisdiction over such actions when they 
are filed under the Federal Employers’ Liability 
Act. Under the ruling, a Missouri judge may 
exercise discretion as to whether such a case 
properly should be tried in his court. 

The new ruling came because the Santa Fe 
Railroad appealed a personal injuries case which 
was filed in St. Louis although the injuries were 
sustained in Waynoka, Okla., and the Southern 
Railroad appealed a similar case based on an 
accident in Tennessee. — 

We do not join those who regard Missouri 
jurors as easy marks or even as prejudiced 
against railroads and other utilities, but we do 
acclaim the Supreme Court's ruling. Generally 
speaking, a case ought to be tried where it 
arises. Quite aside from the extra costs and 
difficulties which arise in connection with “im- 
ported” litigation, the Missouri dockets ought to 
be as clear as possible for Migsouri cases. 
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Cotton Politics and Cotton Prices 

Gone if not forgotten is the day when cotton 
was a glut on the market. The Department of 
Agriculture recently felt compelled to limit 
cotton exports, other than those to Canada, to 
2,000,000 bales, This was a direct reflection of 
the increased demand—which comes in consid- 
erable part from the defense program. 

The Department, however, has now raised 
the export quota td 3,496,000 bales. There has 
been no magic increase in the American cotton 
supply to justify the move. This still remains 
at 16,900,000 bales for the year. Of that quan- 
tity, about 14,000,000 bales are required for 
United States and Canadian consumption. Soe 
there is not even enough left for the minimum 
safe carryover of 4,000,000 bales. In fact, if 
full advantage: is taken of the export quota, 
there will be no carry-over at all between crops. 

Why, then, was the quota raised by more than 
60 per cent? The Washington Post undoubtedly 
has the answer when it says: “The Department 
of Agriculture lacked the courage to stand its 
ground under a fire of criticism from cotton 
farmers and southern legislators.” These legis- 
lators, we might edd, are the ones who are 
promoting loans to Franco, so he can buy south- 
ern cotton, and at a fancy price. 

There is talk now of 50-cent cotton by spring. 
That will be fine for the cotton planter, but 
it will mean higher prices on suits, dresses and 
all.other cotton textile products.

Marquis Childs wrote of Knowland's — and 
others’—last-ditch support of Chiang: “It is hard 
to see how the man in the Kremlin could be 
better served.” Walter Lippmann wrote: 
“Thanks to Senator Knowland and his friends, 
we cannot do anything without Chiang. The 
Republican isolationists are in fact isolating the 
United States from Asia. That is exactly what 
the Kremlin most wants.” 

That is the man whom Senators Taft, Bridges, 
Wherry and others of their school of foreign 
affairs would put on the Senate committee. His 
selection would weaken American foreign policy, 
causing uneasiness among its friends all over 
the world. Morse’s selection would strengthen 
the hands of this country’s diplomats. The 
choice is just that clear—and that meaningful.

How Much for What? 


There is likely to be more talk than ever 
about economy and efficiency when Congress 
gets together again. So we dare to hope that 
something will be done about subsidies to com- 
mercial air lines. 

We are not against such help. It seems just 
as important—for reasons of commerce as well 
as defense—to use federal dollars for the devel- 
opment of air routes as it was to draw on the 
Treasury a century ago for the development of 
the railroads. But this good purpose would not 
be crossed if we had a clearer picture of who 
is getting these air dollars, and how many. 

They are now being paid out in the. “dis- 
guise” of air mail subsidies. And not all lines 
are getting such help. The four major air car- 
riers have at last boosted their business to the 
level at which they collect only service charges 
from the Post Office. And that is what all air 
lines ought to get for carrying mail, a fair 
payment for the service performed. 

For one thing, this would eliminate some of 
the red ink on the Post Office Department's 
books. Such air lines as still need help to meet 
the purposes of the Air Commerce Act should 
get such money directly from the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. The CAB itself. admits that, 
under the present system, it does not know 
what part of current federal contributions can 
be properly charged to aviation development 
and what part is a proper expense of the Post 
Office. 

Better bookkeeping would clear this up. Cer- 
tainly, it would be more efficient—and it might 
even lead to some economies.

U.S. FAILS TO GET 
DOMESTIC ALCOHOL, 
BUYS IT IN FRANCE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
The Senate Armed Services Pre- 
paredness subcommittee, in re- 
porting today that the nation’ s in- 


dustrial alcohol producing facil- 
ities are inadequate, said about 
130,000 gallons of alcohol will 
probably be needed to reactivate 
an idle synthetic rubber capacity 
of 160,000 long tons. 

Putting that capacity back into 
production was called for by the 
President in separate directives 
of Sept. 1 and Sept. 14, the com- 
mittee said, but the Office of Rub- 
ber Reserve reported that in an- 
ticipation of these requirements 
it was not offered “even a gal- 
lon.” 

Later. in requests for 4,000,000 
gallons in November and 6,000,000 
in December, the federal rubber 
agency was offered grain, alco- 
hol at from 90 cents to $f.25 rn 
gallon. 

Under these circumstances, the 
report said, the agency contracted 
to buy 113,289,780 gallons of al- 
cohol from France at between 
41% cents to 4814 cents per gal- 
lon. It estimates that the de- 
livered cost of this alcohol will 
be about 60 cents a gallon. 

The report said that until ‘fa- 
cilities are adequate to meet re- 
quirements, it would be neces- 
sary either to import alcohol or 
impose allocations on industrial 
and beverage distillers in the 
United States.

Gen. Telford Taylor, counsel for 
the joint committee on educa- 
tional television, announced yes- 
terday that the nation’s educators 
will ask the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to set aside 20 
per cent of future television chan- 
nel allocations for educational 
television broadcasting.

Group Opens Series of Cham- 
ber Music Programs— 
Capacity Audience.

The Hungarian String Quartet 
began the Ethical Society’s series 
of chamber cortcerts last night in 
the Sheldon Memorial Auditori- 


enthusiastically to the whole pro- 
gram though it was obvious, from 
the conversation in the lobby 
during the intermission, that a 
certain number of listeners re- 
garded the Bartok Quartet No. 5 
as rather strong medicine. 

This may be attributed to its 


relatively unfamiliar idiom. If 
the quartet could have been re- 
peated immediately even the dis- 
senters would have found it clear- 
er, more cogent and as a conse- 
quence thoroughly expressive. 
For the material was presented, 
expanded and deployed with*con- 
sistent musical logic. 

Its wonderful variety of sonori- 
ties, its strong ic and color 
contrasts, its ingenious con- 
trapuntal passages, its aggressive 
rhythms—all used organically 
and with a purpose—added up to 
an exhilarating experience and a 
satisfying one. The ear became 
quickly conditioned to the preva- 
lence of a non-diatonic type of 
melodic writing which, with its 
accompanying dissonance, is the 
chief barrier to a quick grasp of 
the best Twentieth Century music. 

As it happened the audience 
heard a little more of the Bartok 
than was provided for. The sec- 
ond violinist broke a string in the 
last stages of the finale and when 
he returned to the stage after 
making the necessary repair, the 
movement was started again at 
the beginning. The performance 
as a whole was executed with a 
notable smartness, finish and clar- 
ity of detail. 

Consistent in-playing, “dynamic 
balance and precision also char- 
acterized the delivery of the other 
two numbers, Mozart’s lovely 
Quartet in D Major and Smetana’s 
“Aus Meinem Leben”—a roman- 
tic and nostalgic recall of the 
composer’s native Bohemia. 

The final movement of Beeth- 
oven’s Opus 59 No. 3 was played 
as an encore. 

The first violin’s occasional un- 
sureness of intonation was the 
only disturbing feature of a con- 
cert that was otherwise distin- 
guished for its vitality of interpre- 
tation and extraordinary integra- 
tion of the ensemble. The quar- 
tet was composed of Zoltan 
Szekely, first violin; Alexander

That retreat has raised* serious 
doubts as to whether the French 
can hold on even though they are 
beginning to receive the military

Loyalty and Independence.

But even with these steps that 
are both too little and too late, 
those willing to face the facts 
without prejudice believe that in 
the long pull the French cannot 
hold Indochina. Both in the State 
Department and the Economic Co- 
operation Administration there is 
constant and somewhat feverish 
discussion of alternatives. 


U.N. Commission Needed.

Hoax Aspect of Flying Saucer Story 


Practical Jokers Keep Air Force Experts Busy Solving Their Fakes

This is the last article of a 
series giving the latest, most 
authoritative answer to the ques- 
tion that has intrigued millions 
of Americans and other millions 
throughout the world: 
saucers—myth or mystery?” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (INS) 
AST June 19 the Air Force's 


Air Materiel Command, the 


arm of the government which 
has the tédious task of 
down every flying saucer clue, 
but has no power to arrest prac- 
tical jokers who bombard it with 
false alarms, received a letter 
from one Martin W. Peterson of 
Warren, Minn. 

Postmarked in Cincinnati, the 
letter told of a man named Walter 
Sirek, also cf Warren, who had in 
his posséssion what: must 
junior sized flying saucer. 

For proof, Peterson enclosed 
several snapshots of his friend 
holding on his knee a bizarre ob- 
ject with a saucer-like body from 
two of whose thin sides protruded 
what looked like the tip of a 
spear and the fins and exhaust 
pipe of a midget-sized V-2. 

Into action went the investiga- 
tive arms of the Air Force, at the 
customary expense of the tax- 
payer. It took some time for the 
agents to learn that Peterson was 
a native of Warren, and that he 
had mailed his letter from Cin- 
cinnati while on a visit to that 


city. | 

When Sirek was located in 
Warren, working at a gasoline 
station, he told the investigators 
that he had found the strange de- 
vice two years before imbedded 
in the earth behind a place 
named Nish’s tavern, in Warren. 

He hadn’t taken it seriously, 
Sirek said. He said he figured 
it had been made by a local tin- 
smith named Art Jensen. 

Jensen remembered that he 
had put something of the sort to- 
gether at the requests of a War- 
ren hardware man named Ted 
Heyen and a radio repair man 
from the same city, named Rob- 
ert Schaeffer. An acetylene 
torch had been played over the 
tail surfaces to give it the ap- 
pearance of having been scorched 
by escaping gases. 

After having it mentioned 
briefly in a Warren newspaper, 
its owners threw it away. Sirek 
found it. Peterson, visiting Sir- 
ek, took some snapshots of him 
holding it and two years later 
sent them along with his letter 
to the Air Material Command. 

It took the investigative chain 
reaction from June 19 to Sept. 27 
to run its course. Agents had 
to be transported from Wright 
Field, Dayton, O., Air Materiel 
Command, to Cincinnati, to War- 
ren—fed, housed and paid. 

When the case had ended, all 
they had for their pains were a 
few apologies and the “saucer’’— 
which turned out to be made of 
the lid of an automatic washing 
machine, tin spear-head and tail 
assembly and an “engine” made 
from a disemboweled midget ra- 
dio and an old insecticide “bomb” 
—spent.

THER gagsters have gone to 

the trouble of buying and as- 

sembling mounds of scrap 
steel and iron, burning it into an 
almost unrecognizable tangle and 
reporting to the Air Force that a 
flying saucer has crashed and 
burned on their property. 

Tracking down such malicious 

work and examining the “wreck- 
age” has cost the Air Force’s Of- 
fice of Special Investigation and 
the F.B.I. considerable sums and 
the wasted time of good talent. 
But according to Col. Harold E. 
Watson, the Air Force’s saucer 
spokesman, nothing can be done 
about it. 
_ The Air Force vigorously and 
sometimes vehemently denies the 
existence of flying saucers, either 
of earthly or interplanetary 
origin. But since it is charged 
with the defense of the skies it 
often feels duty bound to look 
into cases which, on their face 
value, would be rejected as too 
improbable by the editor of 
“Weird Comics.” 

It did not, however, look too 
deeply into two recent tips 
solemnly presented to Air Ma- 
teriel Command. 

One of these was presented 
jointly by a man and his wife, 
who swore that they were taking 
a walk in a woods together noé 
long ago and saw a “flying 
saucer moving about in the thick, 
tall pines,” An investigator asked 
them_to estimate how far away it 
was from them, “in the thick 
pines.” They said “about two or 
three miles.” The investigator 
clapped on his hat and went 
home. 

In the other case, an Ohio 
farmer excitedly called in a vivid 
description of what he called two

huge flying saucers which raced 
out of the stratosphere, hovered 
over two small islands in a lake 
near his home, lowered eight an- 
gular legs from each saucer, 
scooped up samples of earth and 
sped away. “After tucking tn the 
16 legs,” he added, 


A brief inquiry, in the man’s 
village, showed that he had been 
released two weeks before from 
an asylum for the insane. 

There is no doubt in the Air 
Force's mind that many honest 
persons have dutifully reported 
what they solemnly believed to be 
flying saucers. 

They have been misled by any 
one of a hundred causes that 
have nothing to do with the su- 
pernatural. ‘ 


Their eyes have played tricks 
on them, as eyes will. They have 
been subtly influenced by the 
international tension and by 
stories of new and wondrous air- 
craft in the process of develop- 
ment. They have been misled by 
the tricks of our atmosphere 
which on hot days, for instance, 
can make the motorist believe he 
is approaching a shallow lake in 
the road ahead. 

Nature can fling a bolt of neon- 
or fluorescent-type light across 
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the night skies at fantastic speed, 
or make it seem to hover as if 
contained in a tube. 

A vast majority of human be- 
ings recognize this as the aurora, 
but a new and stubborn belief in 
many persons that flying saucers 
indeed exist prompts them to re- 
gard these flitting lights as some 
craft that has both substance and 
menace.

éé HE turkey is an American 

from head to tail. He is 
: a bird of courage,” pro- 
nounced Benjamin Franklin, our 
great American. “The turkey is 
assuredly one of the greatest gifts 
which the new world has given 
to the old,” stated Brillat-Savarin, 
French epicure and a refugee 
from the French revolution who 
made. his home in this country 
for a number of years. 

There is good reason for as- 
sociating turkey with Thanksgiv- 
ing day. 

to the first harvest celebra- 
tion of the New England colonists 
who gratefully entertained their 
Indian friends whose aid had 
helped preserve them from a 
starvation during the first diffi- 


i cult year. Wild turkeys were 


plentiful in the forests, and the 
good hunters got out their mus- 
kets to secure fare for the feast. 
Perhaps the Indians with their 
bows and arrows also contributed. 
According to records of the day, 
some of these birds grew to a 
huge size, weighing 50 or 60 
pounds. While we consider it ro- 


mantic as an episode of the past,

Playing Canasta to Win |

HEN you have a clear-cut 
W choice between ending a 

hand with a score of approxi- 
mately 3000, or with a score of 
approximately 2900, you should 
invariably choose to keep your 
score at the lower figure. Can- 
asta is played for big scores, not 
small ones; losing 100 points or 
so is unimportant if it puts you 
in a position to make your initial 
meld with “90 points instead of 
120 in the next hand. 

The question is: “How far can 
you go to keep your score low?” 
Sometimes it becomes a problem 
of ethics. 


The opponents had the advan- 
tage on this hand, so assume that 
you are trying to go out and 
couldn’t because you had com- 
pleted no canasta. But on part- 
ner’s last turn he melded enough 
to build up five tens for your 
side. Now, no matter what you 
might draw, you can go out with 
this hand, adding your tens to the 
meld to complete a canasta and 
melding 8-8-2. 

The player who held the hand 
counted up the probable score 
and saw that it would put his side

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Feudin’ Kentucky Law Officer Retires 


Jim Deaton, Who Twice Went to Prison for Killings, Recalls Old Shootings in ‘Bloody Breathitt County’

JACKSON, Ky., Nov. 21. 
IM DEATON, member of the 
former feudin’ Deaton family 
of “bloody Breathitt county,” 
at 67 has quit being an arm of 
the law after 32 years’ service, in- 
terrupted by two prison sentences, 
one of them for life, for killin’s. 
Those sentences, he thinks, did 
him wrong, a view shared by two 
Governors who gave him pardons. 
But he didnt hold any hard feel- 
in’s and on his release went back 
each time to enforcing the law 
and doing his duty the best he 
knew how. If, in that course, he 


killed a few men, it was written . 


in the records that he was justi- 
fied and given credit as a fearless 
enforcer of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. 

Feudin’ fame first found Jim 
Deaton back in 1912 in the war 
between the Callahans and the 
Deatons, when he was a constable 
at Wolf Coal on North Fork. Sev- 
eral years before his Uncle Jim 
had been killed in a brush with 
Ed Callahan and his men on Mid- 
dle Fork at the mouth of Long’s 
creek. Officially Constable Dea- 
ton was not concerned, for it was 
out of his bailiwick, but person- 
ally he was, as were all the Dea- 
tons along all the Breathitt county 


creeks. 

The circumstances, as Nephew 
Jim relates them now, were that 
his Uncle Jim had a store at the 
mouth of the creek and Ed Calla- 
han had one three miles up at the 
mouth of Morris creek and there 
was a feelin’ between them. Dea- 
ton’s location on Middle Fork was 
better for tradin’ and Callahan’s 
was better for the loggin’ in which 
both were engaged because he had 
first chance at the logs that came 
down on the spring rise. 

There was a standing dispute 
between them, too, about the land 
and timber on Bowlin’s creek at 
Rockhouse, each claiming rights.

IM DEATON’S version of what 
J) nappenea is that one morning 

Ed Callahan and his men came 
along with logs on his wagons and 
Callahan ordered his men to “un- 
load them logs.” It turned out that 
they. had no canthook. “Here's 
one”, said Callahan. Uncle Jim 
Deaton was standing by. “Is this 
the canthook you're talkin’ about?” 
asked Deaton, and Callahan said 
yes, that was it. “That canthook’s 
mine,” said Deaton. Callahan 
gave him the lie and Deaton gave 
it back to him. Callahan, says 
Nephew Jim, snatched a rifle and 
shot Uncle Jim in the back. At 
the trial one of Callahan’s men 
claimed that he had fired the shot 
in self-defense and there was an 
acquittal. 

That left an unsettled account 
between the Deatons and the 
Callahans. Nephew Jim Deaton, 
as a limb of the law, might have 
felt that the court had failed to 
mete out justice in the matter and 
that a responsibility rested upon 
him to make amends for its 
failure. 

When Ed Callahan, in 1912, 
was killed from ambush at the 
window of his store there was a 
suspicion that the Deatons and 
their kinfolks had had something 
to de with it. Evidence gathered 
by Callahan’s daughter, Mrs. Lil-

lian Gross, resulted in the indict- 
ment of 15 men, with Jim Deaton 
among them. When he and Doc 
Smith and Andrew Johnson went 
to trial the evidence was that they 
had fired from a leafy covert on 
the mountainside across the 
creek. The verdict was guilty 
and the penalty was prison for 
life. 

. That put an end for the time 
being to the usefulness of Jim 
Deaton as the law of Wolf Coal. 
Before he had finished five years 
of his sentence, however, Gov, 
Ed P. Morrow pardoned him. 
Back in Breathitt county, Sheriff 
John Caudell, in need of a good 
deputy, named Jim Deaton, who 
served three years until. Caudell 
died.

T was while Jim was a deputy 
| under Caudell that his career in 

law enforcement was a second 
time interrupted by a stay in 
prison. He and three other depu- 
ties, Billy Haddick, Henry White 
and Alf Carpenter, raided a still 
at the head of Quicksand creek. 
The officers called upon the four 
moonshiners to come out and 
give themselves up. Instead they 
opened fire. The raiders returned 
the fire and Noley Howard was 
killed. It was a fair fight, four 
against four, but there may have 
been something irregular about 
the raid. At any rate the raiders 
were indicted and convicted of 
the killing of Howard and given 
five years in prison. Deaton’s 
explanation is that they were 
“venued” to another county and 
tried by what he calls a boot- 
leggin’ jury. 

After about a year, Gov. Bill 
Fields pardoned the four, en- 
abling Deaton to get back into 
the law-enforcing business. 

This time he became a Jackson 
policeman and served in that ca- 
pacity for two years until his 
kinsman, Walter Deaton, was 
elected sheriff and put him on as 
a deputy at which he served four 
years. 

Then there was the Barnett 
boy Deaton killed in a raid at the 
head of Big Branch. The men 
caught at their still fired. Deaton 
fired back and the Barnett boy

N my television program Sun- 

day afternoon Gen. Lewis B.

ALL THESE and many more 
questions were asked of the gen- 
eral and he answered them as 
honestly as he could.

Deaton once when he came on a 
visit to Corbin. Curt, who was 
sent to prison for feud killin’s 
and was pardoned and turned 
said: “Jim, I been 
thinkin’ about the old trouble. 
You was on one side and I was 
on the other and we’d never had 
a word in our lives.” And Deaton 
said: “Curt, I never had any cause 
to have words with you.”

| T just looked like once a feud 

got started there was no way to 

stop it. As Elbert Hargis, gun- 
man in the Hargis-Cockrill feud, 
which was related to the Calla- 
han-Deaton trouble, once Said to 
this writer: “Hit seems like the 
people in these mountains have 
to do some fightin’ every once in 
a while.” Elbert endec his days 
in peace lounging around the 
Jackson courthouse which had 
looked down on many killings. 


Standing there in the shadow 
of the courthouse Jim Deaton, 
thinking of this and maybe of the 
feudin’ times, moralizes, “Hit 
don’t pay to do wrong.” 

Now the Hargis-Cockrill and 
Callahan-Deaton wars are ended 
and there is peace in Breathitt 
county and sackson, once called 
the “City of Sudden Death.” The 
battered old courthouse on its 
hill still stands but most other 
reminders of the days of bloodshed 
and terror have disappeared. On 


an autumn night there is silence 
in the town, rimmed by dimly 
dark mountains, with a pale moon 
looking down.

All of this undoubtedly had a 
large influence on East, who ap- 
parently felt that the enemy could 
not make a slam at no-trump 
when he had three suits stopped, 
and consequently he doubled. 
South’s redouble was swift and 
crushing! 

West opened his top heart—not

and the club finesse was taken 
immediately. South then cashed 
the spade ace, ran every diamond, 
and cashed the club ace. This 
was too much for East, who could 
not keep his stopper in both 
spades and hearts, and South 
ended up by winning all the 
tricks and scoring 2460 points!

“a person in the abstract.” 
When persona entered English 
and became the word person, it 
was pronounced “parson,” in the 
same way that the British still 
say “darby” for derby, “clark” 
for clerk, “Barkley” for Berkeley, 
etc. (The British “ar” sound sur- 
vives in American speech in the 
‘words sergeant and varsity.)
